FIFTIETH DAY, AUGUST 12TH 
Minister Hatch announced that the 


President had signed tbe following 
Acts: Relating to Labor Commission, 
extra appropriation for expenses oi 
Legislature, repealing former cable 
franchises, Cable Enabling Act and 
Act exempting public libraries from 
taxation. 


A communication from the House 


was read notifying Senate of the ap- 
pointment of various committees to 
confer on joint resolutions. 


President Wilder named Senators 


Lyman, Schmidt and McCandless as 
members of the Joint Committee to 
confer on tbe Tramways Electric bill. 


The Senate concurred in House 


amendment to Act 13, relating to mo- 
tions for new trials. 


Minister Hatch presented a message 


from the President relating to the 
Spalding cable contract, a copy of 
which accompanied tbe message. 


Tbe contract was read to the Senate. 


[Full account published elsewhere 
this morning.] 


Minister Hatch offered a joint reso- 


lution which, if passed, would ratify 
the contract. Senator Brown moved 
its adoption in a strong speech. He 
said Colonel Spaldlng's proposition 
was the most business-like that has 
ever been presented to the Government 
The subsidy had been cut down to 
$40,000, which was not an excessive 
amount. 
The speaker said Messrs. 
Fleming and Mercier wanted $35,000 
a year for their line, and no mention 
was made about an inter-island cable; 
for $5000 additional we would have 
the other Islands connected, which 
would be a boon to business men. The 
completion of Colonel Spaldinp's line 
depends on the action of the United 
States, as he must obtain aid from 
that government, To show his good 
faith, that gentleman has agreed to 
put up $25,000 in bonds as a guarantee 
that he will carry out bis end of the 
contract if he secures such aid from 
tbe United States. Every Act passed 
by this Government up to the present 
time gave exclusive grants, and 
though an outcry might be made if 
this company was granted an exclu- 
sive franchise, the Senate had many 
precedents in its favor. 
The com 
pany must have tbe exclusive right 
in order to obtain money enough to 
carry tbe work to completion. The 
subsidy could be paid without taking 
money from current receipts if tbe 
Government would place a duty of $6 
a pound on opium or else license the 
sale of the drug. He favored either 
means of obtaining the money. 
Senator Hocking was not in favor 


of signing any contract that gave an 
exclusive franchise. 
Any company 
subsidized is guaranteed success and 
ought to be able to compete with 
others. 
He 
thought the 
United 
States should have been approached 
regarding tbe matter before Hawaii, 
and believed that if Congress gives 
$200,000 a year or more, the cable 
would be laid, whether this country 
contributed a dollar or not. If the 
United States appropriates money, 
different companies will fight for the 
Drlvllege of building the line. He 
avored a graduating subsidy only; 
one that would cease when the line 
commenced to make money. Tbe 
speaker did not favor tbe exclusive 
: la use and said it should be stricken 
outSenator Schmidt favored tbe con- 
tract, but believed it to be of such 
mportance that the Chamber of 
Commerce should have an opportunity 
of passing on it before it was ratified. 
3e moved that a committee of five be 
appointed to confer witb tbe business 
men and report to tbe Senate. 
Senator Brown opposed the motion, 


saying the committee was not neces- 
sary. The matter bad been before the 
public for some days. It was gener- 
ally known that the Government was 
<o make a contract with Colonel 
Spalding, and if tbe Chamber of 
Commerce did not like the proposi- 
tion tbe members could have met and 
expressed their disapproval in the 
meantime. 


Senator McCandless thought the 


appointment of a committee was a 
rood Idea. He said tbe public should

Now the Govern- 
ment Intended t» buy the premises on 
Emma street when there was hardly 
any need of such. He thought tbe 
money proposed for the purchase 
could be better expended on the 
country schools. 
Minister Damon was sure that if tbe 
voters of Puna bad pressed their wants 
in the way of school buildings through 
the present representative, they would 
surely have obtained them. He then 
explained the position of the Govern- 
ment toward the purchase of the 
Emma street premises for educational 
purposes; also the good intention to- 
ward the outlying schools. 
Rep. Hannua was in favor of the 
bill, but there were a few points which 
he did not understand. Would the 
new high school be free? Heretofore 
children of rich parents had been giv- 
en tee preference over those of the 
poor. 


Minister Damon was not prepared 
to answer, not being a member of the 
Board of Education. He made sug- 
gestions, however, as to how children 
should be admitted. 
Meritorious 
pupils from lower grade schools, after 
having passed their examinations, 
should be allowed to enter tbe higher 
grade free of charge and without dis- 
tinction to class. 
Bill passed second reading and voted 
read third time Tuesday. 


A communication from the Senate 


announced the appointment of Sen-

Lyman,

Schmidt as a committee to confer 
with another from the House on Bill 
17, relating to electric railway in 
Honolulu; also that

Tbe following communication from 
tbe President was read. "Under the 
authority granted to me by 'An Act 
to facilitate tbe construction and 
maintenance of telegraphic cables in 
tbe Pacific,' approved this day, I have 
this day, with the consent of tbe Cab- 
inet, negotiated and concluded a con- 
tract with Zephaniah Swift Spald- 
ing for the construction, maintenance 
and operation of a telegraphic cable 
connecting the several islands of the 
Republic of Hawaii with the west 
coast of tbe United States of America, 
which contract involves Joe payment 
of money by the Republic of Hawaii 
to tbe said Zepbaniah Swift Spalding. 
Minister Smith announced that a 
copy of the communication had been 
presented to the Senate with a joint 
resolution relating thereto.

The Tramway bill, with House 


amendments, catxre up for considera- 
tion and, on motion of Senator Mc- 
Catfdless, a conferrence committee was 
decided on. The Senate bill allowed 
the road until January 1st, 1897, to 
change its motive power to electricity; 
the House made the time four months 
shorter. Senators McCandless,Wright, 
Lyman and Minister Hatch did not 
favor the amendment. 


President Wilder named the Senate 
Commerce Committee to confer with 
the House committee on the Alcohol 
bill. 
Acts 18 and 19, providing for the 
purchase of the Bishop premises came 
up for consideration. Senator Horner 
moved adoption of the committee's 
report. 
Minister Damon opposed the mo- 


tion, saying that he considered the 
subject of education the most import- 
ant factor that this Government had 
to deal with, now that political affairs 
bad been settled and the Republic 
established. If the United States de- 
cided to annex the islands, the Ameri- 
can people would want to know if 
Hawaii was an educated country. If 
we are to continue for a number of 
years as an iudependant nation we 
must pay heed to educational matters. 
The premises to be purchased belonged 
to the Bishop estate, and C. R. Bishop, 
one of the trustees, thought that $30,000 
was not enough for the property, but 
had waived any objections when he 
learned the purpose for which the 
building was to be used. 
He considered the site most cen- 
tral, and the location healthy. The 
speaker thought that the building 
might be used for intermediate grades, 
reserving one floor for the advanced 
pupils. In this way about 600 pupils 
could be housed. According to the 
agreement, the Bishop Estate would 
accept bonds in payment for the pro- 
perty. 
Senator McCandless thought that 


the location of the property was not 
suitable for school purposes and fa- 
vored the erection of a brick or stone 
building on the old baseball grounds, 
the property of the Government. In 
his opinion it would make an excel- 
lent site for a school building. The 
Senator said it would cost from $1000 
to $2000 annually to keep the Bishop 
place in repairs. There was no press- 
ing necessity for the place at present; 
the Government should provide suita- 
ble accommodations for several hun- 
dred children now anxious to go to 
school, but who cannot on account of 
the crowded condition of the local 
schools, before purchasing a high 
school building. 


Minister Hatch spoke in favor of 
the location and said it had been one 
of the strongest arguments in favor of 
the bill. He said thai there was no 
bustle of business about Emma square 
and the opening of the two proposed 
streets would render the site more ac- 
cessible. The school should be cen- 
trally located and he did not favor the 
baseball 
grounds on that account. 
The time bad come for the establish- 
ment of a high school and this was a 
favorable chance for the Government 
to acquire a building and a site that 
would be a credit to the country. 
Senators Waterhouse and Rice fa- 


vored the purchase of the property 
and thought it would he a good invest- 
ment for the Government. 
Senator Horner's motion was lost; 


both bills passed second reading. 
President Wilderappointed Senators 


Waterhouse on Joint Committee to 
investigate the liquor traffic; Sena- 
tors McCandless and Schmidt on Joint 
Committee to adopt 
Government 
seals: and Senators Brown, Baldwin 
and Wllcox on Joint Committee to 
report on the resolution calling for 
registration of male residents. 
At 1):26 o'clock the Senate ad- 


journed until 10 o'clock Saturday 
morning.

Diplomats Not Settled Upon Future 


Conduct of Affairs.

Japan War Came on Before Country 
Was Ready — Hme "Waked t'p the 


Jsnaken" — A\ nuted Kussla as a Friend. 


The foreign diplomats, the 
best 


thinkers among the Japanese them- 
selves, the political leaders, and their 
friends, the foreign mercantile classes, 
in the Treaty ports, are all at sea re- 
garding the future of their nation of 
forty-two millions of people, which 
springs towards the front rank of mil- 
itary powers in the twinkling of an 
eye. 
The government itself is, no 


doubt, sorely puzzled by the many 
sided 
political situation. 
It has 


"waked up the snakes," and don't 
know just what they will do. Tben 
there is the commercial and industrial 
war which the cheap and skilled labor 
of Japan is entering against the great 
commercial strength of England and 
the continent. 


A visitor who ventures to give posi- 


tive opinions regarding the political 
or international situation of this 
country is hardly worth listening to. 
But, If he will take the trouble, and 
it often is a trouble, to get at, and 
collate the opinions and predictions of 
the men of affairs, the men who have 
to do with, or study, events,v he can 
if he will secure many interesting 
views of the situation. 
It will be some time in the future 


before all the important facts relating 
to the recent war will come to the 
surface. The better opinion prevail- 
ing here, among the prominent for- 
eigners, is that Japan was not quite 
ready to engage in war with China. 
She wished to postpone the event for 
a couple of years, until her navy bad 
been increased by several battle ships. 
She realized that the Chinese had 
better war ships. But her hand in 
the game was forced. The move- 
ments of the Chinese and the useless 
condition of domestic politics drove 
her into action. 
I believe that the American navy 


and army men will compare the great 
naval fight of the Yalu river, to the 
celebrated fight of "the first Bull 
Run," 
in the civil war, where both 
sides were novices in fighting, and, 
•while brave enough, were a little 
afraid of each other, and finally the 
Federal troops gave way in a panic 
before they were really whipped, old 
soldiers, of course, fight quite differ- 
ently from young and inexperienced 
soldiers, however, well trained. This 
was the case in the battle of the 
Yalu river. 
Not 
an 
officer on 


either 
side, however, had 
been 
in 
a 
naval 
engagement. 
Each 


one of them, 
from admiral down 


to ensign, were in the position of doc- 
tors with their first cases, or lawyers 
with tbeir first briefs. 
Both sides 


were well trained in the handling of 
guns, with, as we all know, the advan- 
tage on the side of the Japanese, in 
the organization of movements, and 
fleet maneuvres. 


The battle was fought at long range, 
finally the fleets got mixed up, the 
smoke was so dense, the men could 
not fire to advantage, the concussion 
of the heavy guns made the gun cfe'wa 
temporarily deaf and shattered the 
electric apparatus of nearly every 
vessel'. It beems to he the opinion of 
naval men, that if the Chinese admiral 
had become aggressive and used his 
two great battle ships as rams the 
Japanese having no battle ships, the 
destruction of the Japanese fleet would 
have followed. But, while both sides 
fought bravely enough, their lack of 
experience stood in the way of the 
most efficient work. At the close of 
the fight both sides were in doubt as 
to just how they stood, and if the 
Chinese admiral had simply remained 
where he was with his great ships, In- 
stead of running away, it would have 
remained a drawn battle, and the sub- 
sequent war would have taken a dif- 
ferent shape. 
It certainly is a strange event in the 
history of the world, that the Europ- 
eans who have spent vast sums In the 
building and equipment of modern 
warships, should see, for the first time 
their own theories put to a practical 
test, by Oriental nations, who twenty- 
five years ago, only sailed awkward 
junks, and were utterly ignorant of 
naval warfare. The descendants, and 
successors of the old naval fighters of 
Europe and America, hurry out to the 
East to learn something about the 
action of modern ships and guns, and 
now that they have the facts are spec- 
ulating on the way they would have 
made the fight. If the Chinese and 
Japanese navy mere were disposed to 
resent, criticism they would say to the 
Europeans, "why don't you try your 
ships and guns on each other; why do 
you wait for us, men children in fight- 
ing, to show the effect of your own 
war devices?" 
It was a gallant act of Admiral Ito, 


after the battle of Wai-hai-wai, when 
the Chinese admiral killed himself. 
The Chineao fleet had surrendered. 
One vessel was asked which might 
take the body of the admiral to Chee- 
foo. 
Ito said- "If I accept the sur- 


render nf all the vessel?, they belong 
to the government and I cannot con- 
trol i hem. I tnerefore refuse to accept 
the surrender of one war sjiip 
Put 


poor T'ng'H body on hoard and take 
her <>ut of port to Cheefoo." No war 
in Kuropc -hows a more gallant act. 


Now, the Japanene statesmen are 


asking eacli other, where do we «tand ? 
The war u->m maile for the indppen- 
ilen^e of Cores But Corea is no rotten 
and corrupt H! c can't stand alnnr, and 
Is at the tin rcy of adventurers. 
If «he 


can't takf care of herself, who nhall be 
her nufMO, her sponsor, her protector? 
Japan has agreed to let her stand 
alone, and sheran't stand alone. 


Moreover, in wluppingChlna, Japan 


has, 
mont 
iicxpectedly, let Russia 


pome down to t h e warm waters of the 
Pacific. 
She did not Intend it. 
Hut 


Russia cannot be ignored. Ills said, 


with authority, that the Japanese 
statesmen Intended, after peace with 
China, to satisfy Russia, and even let 
her into Corea, but the Russians In- 
terfered before she could d6 it. The 
Japanese daily papers are discussing 
the situation earnestly, and with 
much force. The sudden interference 
of three European, powers, lu the 
Chluene matter, dissipated the swag- 
ger of the war party which, at oue 
time, proposed to measure swords with 
the world. 
Borne papers favor an 


alliance with England, but are not 
quite sure that England cares about 
an alliance. Other papers favor an 
alliance with Russia, In spite of the 
humiliation she has caused her. "If 
China should get oil her feet she will 
be four 
hundred 
millions strong 


against our little forty-two millions," 
they say. 
"Better put Russia be- 


tween us as a buffer." 
Nor can the diplomats agree as to 


what will be the future of China. But 
all agree that something is going to 
happen before long, and that there 
will be more trouble. 


A remarkable event in tie modern 


political history of the'empire recently 
took place. 
The government pro- 


scribed some of the leaders of the op- 
position for holding meetings without 
proper license, in which the conduct 
of the government, in yielding up to 
Russia, was condemned. These per- 
sons were convicted. It was believed 
by many that it would lead to great 
political excitement. On the contrary. 
The people took little interest in the 
affair. Their conduct indicates that 
they are not yet ready for parliamen- 
tary government. 
The opposition, 


so far, have no principles, and stand 
on the platform of the Irishman, who 
was, under all circumstances, "agin 
the government." The Diet, under 
the new constitution, has been twice 
dissolved by the emperor on account 
of the boisterous opposition to the 
cabinet. Will the cabinet dare to ad- 
vise him to do it again, if it is obstrep- 
erous? This is the serious question in 
politics. Japan has no intelligent 
large middle class. Above the com- 
mon people, only accustomed to arbi- 
trary power, is an intelligent class of 
perpaps fifty thousand, or even more, 
who comprehend the principles of 
representative government. This class 
embrace the ancient samauri. Here 
is found the brains of Japan. It is ac- 
tive, excitable and aggressive. Will 
it try to make revolution? No one 
knows. The empire is moving on un- 
tried lines. 
The successful leaders, the present 


cabinet, and the party behind it, en- 
courage the belief that the emperor 
descended from God. It is taught in 
the- schools. The idea is not very- 
new, 
as the children of Europe were 


taught only recently that the rights of 
kings were of divine origin. Only in 
Japan the divine birth of the emperor 
is still claimed. It makes the com- 
mon people conservative, and gives 
the Government less trouble than 
loose ideas about the rights of the 
rulers would. 
The shrewd leaders, in carrying tbfc 


common people from the old order of 
things to the new, are careful about 
the bridges. They build the new over 
the old bridges, but leave the latter to 
stand. No political leaders, in the 
history of the world, ever went be- 
yon,d their own ideas and traditions 
so broadly as these of Japan. They 
have studied European and American 
history in order to iearn something. 
They have studied political history in 
every aspect. More than this, they 
have consulted statesmen and edu- 
cated men of the world in order to 
obtain light on the art of government, 
All this is to their credit. Yet, among 
foreign diplomats, 
merchants and 
travelers who comprehend the situa- 
tion there is not much very enthusi- 
astic admiratiou for these leaders. 
These men look right into their faces 
and fee their mistakes, which are 
many. Some 
of 
them would be 


serious 
if 
foreign 
nations were 


not 
very well 
disposed to them, 


and overlook them. 
As the new 


treaties will come into force within 
the next four years, there will be an 
entire change of the relations of for- 
eigners to the Japanese unless now 
aud until then 
the foreigners are 


ruled by tbeir own magnates, in the 
treaty ports, and there is no friction. 
When the foreigners under the new 
treaties, go into Japanese 
courts, 


what will happen? What will Jap- 
anese justice be? There is some ap- 
prehension that there will be trouble. 
The Code Napoleon has been adopted, 
and that powerful English nation 
don't like its methods, nor do the 
Americans. 
It savors to much of 


inquisition. 
The situation is not altogether sat- 


isfactory because the common Jap* 
anese are not yet friendly to foreign- 
ers. They share with the Republican 
party of the United States the idea of 
commercial 
"protection." 
They 


claim to be quite well enough off and 
don't care about foreigners getting 
into trade with them. 
When for- 


eigners come before Japanese j uries 
will they be treated fairly? In the 
majority of cases they probably will 
be, as the representatives of the great 
powers will be watchful and the Jap- 
anese statesmen will avoid conflict.

Dr. John Mott-Smith Passes Away 


At an Advanced Age.

Gazette In 1870—Held Positions of 
Honor and Trust I'nder the Blonarcliy 


Another of the early promoters 


of 
Honolulu—Dr. 
John 
Mott- 


Smith—has gone to his rest, hav- 
ing died at the family residence 
on Nuuanu avenue, 4 a. m. Satur- 
day, at the age of 71 years, after a 
lingering and 
painful illness of 


several months. 
He arrived here 


in 1850, a (year which is noted as 


DR. J. MOTT-S1HTH, 


fdeceased.) 


the date when a number of former 
and present prominent residents 
came to the islands. 


Dr. Mott-Smith was an Ameri- 


can by nativity, having been born 
in New York city. After receiving 
s good education in the schools of 
hie day, he began the study of 
dentistry in New England. Hav- 
ing become a duly qualified den- 
tist, h» began practice in Albany, 
K. Y., where he remained for three 
years. In 1849, when the news of 
the gold discoveries in California 
reached the Eastern States, the 
subject of this sketch, then in the 
foil vigor of early manhood,, was 
among the first "to set out for the 
hew Eldorado, where for two years 
he experienced the.changing for- 
tunes of the California pioneers. 


Soon after his arrival at Hono- 


lulu in 1851, he opened a dental 
office on the corner of Fort and 
Hotel 
streets, 
where 
Tracy's 


clothing Btore now stands. Being 
quite skillful in his profession, he 
was very successful, and for fifteen 
or eighteen years enjoyed almost a 
monopoly of the dental work of the 
city and islands. 


When the HAWAIIAN GAZETTE 


was started in 1876 by the Harris 
government, under the reign of 
Kamehameha V, to defend the 
King's very unpopular constitn- 
tian, Dr. Smith became its editor, 
and three years later was ap- 
pointed Minister of Finance, which 
office he held until 1872, In 
1876, King Kalakana made him 
Minister of the Interior, which 
portfolio he retained some twenty 
months only. 


Shortly after his retirement from 


the ministry, the King appointed 
Mm as a commissioner, or assist- 
ant to Elisha H. Allen, who was 
then Hawaiian Minister at Wash- 
ington, but the American Govern- 
ment would not recognize Doctor 
Smith in that capacity. He, how- 
ever, remained there in a semi- 
official capacity several years. 


Returning to Honolulu in 1891, 


Queen Liliuokalani appointed him 
Minister of Finance, which office 
he filled for but a short period, 
owing to the frequent changes 
made during her reign. 


On the death of the late H. A. 


P. Carter, Dr. Smith succeeded to 
the vacant office of Minister Pleni- 
potentiary at 
Washington and 


filled it till superceded by Hon. 
L. A. Thurston in 1893, when he 
returned here with his family. 


He leaves a widow (nee Miss 


Ellen Dominis Paty, to whom he 
was married in 1859) and seven 
children—four daughters and three 
sons. Two of the daughters have 
recently been married—Miss Myra 
to Rev. James B. Thomas, both 
now here. Miss Ida was married 
at Boston in June last to Mr. 
Lloyd. 


During his early residence in 


this city, Dr. Smith was a mem- 
ber of Rev. Dr. Damon's Bethel 
congregation, in which be took a 
prominent part and has always been 
known as 
an active Christian 


worker and a leading and trust- 
worthy citizen. In later years he 
and his family have been con- 


nected with the Episcopal church, 
both In America and here 


While Dr. Smith was in 
no 


Benee a political leader, he warmly 
supported the policy of the various 
administrations under which he 
served, both in the cabinet here 
and in connection with ihe Hawa- 
iian legation at Washington, par- 
ticularly during the trying years 
when the renewal of the Reci- 
procity Treaty hung in suspense. 
AB a true aod faithful friend of 
Hawaii, he will long be remem- 
bered as one of those who labored 
earnestly to bring Hawaii into the 
closer union with the mother coun- 
try which she has held during the 
paet twenty years. 


The funeral of the late Dr. John 


Mott-Smith 
took 
place Sunday 


afternoon at 2 :30 o'clock from St. 
Andrew's Cathedral and was very 
largely attended. The body was 
received at the entrance to the Ca- 
thedral by a platoon of police un- 
der Captain Robert Parker. The 
coffin was carried into the church 
and up to the chancel by eight 
native policemen. The 
opening 


sentences as the remains passed 
up the aisle were said by Rev. 
Alex Mackintosh, who also read 
the burial service at the church 
and the grave. The choir sang 
two hymne, "Nearer My Ged to 
Thee" and "Lead, Kindly Light?" 
Wray Taylor presiding at the or- 
gan. The widow and family were 
the chief mourners and occupied 
front seats.

The work was 
executed in a highly satisfactory 
manner. The object of the tunnel 
is to drain Aliamanu during the 
jainy season. Work on the tunnel 
was begun March 18th last and 
completed August 10th.

Cut on Aliapaakai side, 36 feet to 
face tunnel; face of tunnel, 12^ feet 
high; cut on Aliamanu side, 170 
feet; face of tunnel, 18 feet high ; 
cut, 206 feet; actual tunnel 444 
feet; total, 650 feet.

THE Japanese bugbear has struck 


some of the California people in a 
new spot, the latest furore being to 
the effect that this country is try- 
ing to unload its Japanese popula- 
tion on the United States. It is 
said that large numbers of coolies 
are leaving here and entering the 
States by way of Vancouver. If 
the Japanese coolies are pouring in 
at the rate stated, they must come 
from some other place than Hawaii. 
The exodus from this country has 
not been sufficiently large to at- 
tract even passing attention. 


THE San Francisco Bulletin be- 


lieves that the Hawaiian Govern- 
ment will not sign a cable contract 
until the United States Congress 
meets. This is not a bad idea. If 
the cable is to be built by a private 
company, it would be far preferable 
for the two governments to come to 
an -understanding among them- 
selves rather than allow the corpor- 
ation to act as the middleman.

JAPAN HANDLING EXOTIC SCHEMES. 


THE Nicaragua canal commis- 


sion has returned to Washington 
and it is anticipated that a report 
favoring the 
completion of the 


canal will be submitted to Con- 
gress next December. 
A slight 


change in the route of the canal 
will be recommended in order to 
avoid serious obstacles to the suc- 
cess of the engineering work.

is said that the commissioners 
estimate that the canal can be

It 
would be rather unusual for him to 
ome forward and state that there 
s a possibility of the cable being a 
laying proposition at the end oi 
fifteen years, consequently the sub- 
sidy would not be necessary to the 
maintenance. Yet with such a pos- 
sibility in view this Government 
binds uself to pay its $40,000 every 
year for twenty years and look 
smiling. And the exclusive fran- 
chise remains as requested in Col- 
onel Spalding's first proposition. 


Notwithstanding tbe great bene- 


fit this country is to derive from 
the cable, there is no necessity of 
its handing over all its commercial 
cable rights to this corporation for 
this stated term of years. The 
cable company should have protec- 
tion and assistance just so long as 
is needed and no 
longer. 
The 


company places the limit at twenty 
years, but supposing tbe cable 
should become a paying proposition 
in fifteen years. 
This is somewhat 


improbable to be sure but accord- 
ing to tbe contract this Govern- 
ment 
has

event of such a possibility. 


It is impossible to state what tbe 
United States will do, but from the 
present status of affairs Hawaii is 
paying a rich price for this first 
business-like cable proposition.

Agreement Between Hawaiian Gov- 


ernment and Colonel Spalding 
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Following is the gist of the cable 


contract between the Government 
and Colonel Z. S. Spalding, sub- 
mitted to the Legislature yesterday 
by President Dole: 


This agreement made this 12th day 


of August, A. D. 1895, by and between 
Banford Ballard Dole, President of the 
Republic of Hawaii, for himself and 
his successors in office, and in behalf 
of tbe Hawaiian Government, and by 
and with the consent of the Cabinet, 
party of the first part, hereinafter 
called the "Government," and Zepha- 
niah Swift Spalding, of Honolulu, 
Hawaiian Islands, party of the second 
part, hereinafter called the "Contrac- 
tor," witnesseth: 
AGREEMENTS BY THE GOVERNMENT. 


Grant of Exclusive Franchise.—The 


Government grants to the Contractor 
the sole and exclusive privilege and 
franchise for and during the fall term 
of twenty years from the first day of 
November, A. D 1895, to construct or 
land upon the shores of tbe Hawaiian 
group, a Bub-marine Electric Tele- 
graph Cable or cables to or from any 
point or points on the North American 
Continent or any Island or islands 
contiguous thereto. 
Cable to Terminate at Ban Francisco 


and be Maintained for Twenty Years. 
—Provided, however, that the first 
cable which may be constructed under 
this franchise, and for tbe mainten- 
ance of which a subsidy is herein 
agreed to be paid, shall have its East- 
ern terminus at or near San Francisco, 
and its Western terminus at or near 
Honolulu, and shall be maintained in 
working order in conformity with the 
specifications, conditions and agree- 
ments hereinafter contained for twenty 


Exclusive Grant not to Conflict with 


Treaty Bights of Foreign Governments. 
—This grant shall not prevent any 
foreign government having existing 
treaty rights with the Republic of Ha- 
waii allowing any such government 
so to do, to land a cable upon the Ha- 
waiian group for other than commer- 
cial purposes, from any point on the 
North American Continent. 


ORANT OF SUBSIDY. 


Amount and term of subsidy.— 


The Government agrees to pay the 
Contractor an annual subsidy of forty 
thousand 
dollars 
(flO.OOCM, 
for 


account of the line or system BO inter- 
rupted. That la to nay, if the line 
upon which such communication is 
BO interrupted ahall l>e a part of the 
Inter-Inland cable system It shall be 
relieved from the obligation to pay 
ten thouaaud ($ 10,000 J dollars per an- 
num of said subsidy. And if the Inter- 
ruption of such communication for 
such period be on the line between 
San Francisco and Honolulu, it shall 
be relieved from the obligation to pay 
thirty thousand ($30.000) dollars per 
annum of such subsidy, and tbe grant 
of an exclusive franchise to lay and 
maintain a cable from the North 
American Continent to the Hawaiian 
group, and of all other rights and 
privileges referring 
or relating to 


such line or system herein contained 
shall thereupon and thereby become 
and he null and void. 


OTHEK PRIVILEGES. 


Rights of Way and Building Sites. 


—The Government grants to the 
Contractor, for the term of twenty 
years, the free use of a right of way 
across all Government lands for the 
landing of any cable or the construc- 
tion of any land lines connecting the 
same, and of suitable sites on any 
Government lands which may be ap- 
proved by tbe Government, for the 
construction of stations and store 
houses for the maintenance or opera- 
tion of the cable. 
Exemption from Duties.—Aud also 


that for twenty years no duties shall 
be levied on material to be used ex- 
clusively in the construction, main- 
tenance or operation of any cable. 
Exemption from. Taxes.—No taxes 


shall be levied for twenty years on 
cable property located in the Repub- 
licExemption from Port Charges.—No 
harbor or port dues or charges, except 
pilotage, shall be levied for twenty 
years upon any vessel exclusively 
engaged in laying or maintaining any 
such cable or cables. 
Grant of Power of Eminent Domain. 


—The Contractor shall have the power 
to condemn and appropriate, accord- 
ing to law, such property or rights of 
way as may be necessary for the con- 
struction, maintenance or operation 
of the cable.

Location and Equipment of Lines.

Congreaaman and Mrs. Hilborn re- 


turned to their Oakland home on July 
25th from a trip to the Hawaiian Isl- 
ands, made for business and pleasure. 
The congressman said he had never 
seen a more beautiful place, and that 
the roughest part of the entire passage 
was between San Francisco and Oak- 
land. When asked as to his impres- 
sions of the island republic, he said: 


"The people there are feeling the 


effects of the depression about the 
same as ourselves. But the causes are 
different. Down there the main pro- 
duct is sugar, and while that industry 
has not been exactly menaced, there 
Is still such a feeling of uncertainty 
as to what this country will do toward 
prolonging the present treaty that no 
capital is being invested to increase 
the output. 
On the contrary, large 


planters are working with reduced 
forces and retrenching in other ways. 
The reduction of the duty by the Mc- 
Kinley bill took away much profit 
from the islands, and there is a fear of 
further hostile measures by Congress. 
Regarding annexation, after studying 
the conditions in Hawaii, I can freely 
say that I do not believe it would be a 
wise thing for this country to under- 
take, or at least while the present con- 
ditions prevail. 


"The population consists chiefly of 


Japanese, Chinese and Portuguese, 
with a small proportion of American 
or English-speaking people. The per 
cent of illiteracy is much greater 
among the whites than among the 
"kanakas, and perplexing questions as 
to what kind of government this 
country should extend to the islands 
would confront us, and who of that 
mixed people should be given the 
franchise would also have to be deter- 
mined. The present Government is 
not satisfactory to a majority of the 
people there, especially the natives. 
It is practically an oligarchy, and the 
idea of a republic on such lines is 
laughed at. It is not popular and its 
safety ia menaced as it stands. The 
great mass have no voice except in 
the election of the lower house. The 
Senate is elected by the property hold-

In talk- 
ing to a reporter he said Brazil was 
making every effort to settle the diffi- 
culty by diplomacy, but if the means 
fail he believes Brazil will try to take 
the island by force.

PROFESSOR KOEBELE'S WORK. 


Hunting Scale Insects in Japan and 


China—Bat 


Professor Koebele is examining 


various parts of Japan for scale in- 
sects and their euemiee, and will 
forward them as rapidly as he can 
find them. 
He has visited Nikko 


and the mountain regions of the 
country. 
The 
examinations re- 


quire considerable time. The Jap- 
anese have paid no attention to 
destructive insects and their ene- 
mies. There is much scale in 
Japan, many species, but their nat- 
ural enemies keep them down to a 
considerable extent, and the Jap- 
anese do not pay any«attention to 
them. 
The Belgic brought several 


species of the ladybird and some 
ioads for the rice fields. These 
;oads destroy the mosquito, and 
may be very valuable. 


A number of bats were collected 


which were to be forwarded, but 
died on account 
of 
the heat. 


Others will be sent as soon as the 
cool weather comes on. These bats 
consume tbe Japanese beetle. This 
beetle is not very common in 
Japan. It is the "Adoretus." The 
larvae live in the roots of plants. 
The beetle lives on the leaves of 
the oak, but in Hawaii lives on the 
rose. The bats will prove effective 
in destroying them.

will do the work—but that subject 
has been greatly neglected. 


It is believed the ladybirds and

A few years ago, it will be remem- 


bered, the Pacific Mail and the Occi 
dental companies, made a compact 
with the Oceanic Steamship Com- 
pany regarding the handling: of pas- 
senger traffic from the islands.

Chicago from Yokohama, Hongkong 
and other Oriental ports, though he 
has never succeeded in re establish 
ing (he prestige possessed by the 
Pacific Mail and the Occidental and 
Oriental when they bad a monopoly 
of the business. 


The ^trouble in Honolulu is tbe 


same as that experienced in the 
Orient, and the compact made with 
the Spreckels line was effected to 
counteract tbe bad influence of com- 
petition.
